FIRM TAKES STAND 
IN SADDLERS DEAL

WALSALL fans will have the 
chance to watch their team 
from the newly named Home- 
Serve Stand next season after 
the club extended its partner¬ 
ship with the firm. 

The home assistance provider, 
which is based in the town, has spon¬ 
sored Walsall’s shirts for the past four 
years. 

But they have now extended that partner¬ 
ship to sponsor the two-tiered stand which is 
seen by millions of drivers every year as they 
pass the Banks’s Stadium on the M6. 

Previously known as both the Gilbert Alsop 
Stand and lately the Tile Choice Stand, it has 
now been re-branded in the company’s red col¬ 
ours and renamed the HomeServe Stand. 

The investment is part of a five-year com¬ 
mitment by HomeServe in the club and is in 
addition to shirt sponsorship. 

The new branding was unveiled at the 
Banks’s Stadium on Monday, Saddlers man¬ 
ager Dean Keates, players Liam Roberts and 
Liam Kinsella and chief executive Stefan Gam¬ 
ble in attendance. 

Ambitions 

“The continued support of HomeServe - one 
of the region’s biggest employers and an incred¬ 
ibly successful blue chip business - is fantastic 
for a club with the ambitions we have,” said 
Mr Gamble. 

“Walsall is home to both of us, and we’re 
very proud of that, and it’s investments like 
this that reflect our confidence that this club 
has a bright future ahead of it both on and off 
the pitch.” 

John Greaves, brand director at HomeServe, 
said the company has always been keen to ex¬ 
tend its partnership with the club. 

“This is another major milestone in the part¬ 
nership with our home town club, and a very 
proud day for all of us at HomeServe,” he said. 

“HomeServe celebrates 25 years in Walsall 
this year and today we employ more than 1,100 
people in the town, many of whom are passion¬ 
ate Saddlers fans. The partnership, which runs 
until the end of the 2021-22 season, will take 
HomeServe’s support to eight years. 

“That makes it the firm’s longest ever com¬ 
munity sponsorship commitment.”

Arts revamp to 
hit jobs at uni 

UNIVERSITY staff are set to lose their 
jobs and courses axed as part of a radical 
cost-cutting restructure of an arts faculty. 

A ‘legacy of mismanagement’ has been 
blamed for the plans to make senior staff 
redundant and scrap a number of courses 
at the University of Wolverhampton. 

Bosses say changes to the Faculty of 
Arts - at both the Walsall and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton campuses - are needed to slash costs 
for the upcoming academic year, with sav¬ 
ings of £1.5 million expected. 

But Dr Catherine Lamond, of the Univer¬ 
sity and College Union’s negotiating com¬ 
mittee, said: “We think this has happened 
because of a legacy of mismanagement. 
We are worried the prospect of losing large 
numbers of staff will have a really damag¬ 
ing impact on the student experience.” 

Plans could see the faculty re-organised 
into three schools, which will be known as 
Wolverhampton School of Art, School of 
Humanities and School of Performing Arts. 

A total of nine courses will be scrapped, 
while 11 will be suspended for the next 
year, due to low student numbers. It is 
understood more than 20 jobs are under 
threat, while alternative courses will be of¬ 
fered to students affected. 

Employees are said to have been ‘in 
tears’, with a source claiming staff ‘over¬ 
whelmingly voted’ for a motion of no confi¬ 
dence in the faculty’s management. 

Vice-chancellor Professor Geoff Layer 
said: “In common with all universities, Wol¬ 
verhampton has seen a decline in demand 
for courses in the arts. We remain hugely 
ambitious and will continue with our stra¬ 
tegic projects and investments for growth.” 

PLANNING 

Car park in line to 
be used for homes 

A CAR park near Walsall Manor Hospital is 
set to be sold off for housing. 

The car park, on Quayside Drive, has 
been declared surplus by the Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust, along with four of¬ 
fice blocks. More than 30 homes could be 
built on the plots, under plans to transform 
the area and make use of land no longer 
needed by the trust.

Memories - Anne Wrighton 


THE devoted wife of a community stal¬ 
wart has paid tribute to her ‘golden’ 
husband who has died aged 93. 

Reginald Wrighton MBE died on May 
29 - the day after the couple celebrated 
their 69th wedding anniversary. 

Mr Wrighton spent much of his life 
dedicating to voluntary work, touching 
the lives of hundreds of people in Wil- 
lenhall and beyond. In 1999, he was 
presented with an MBE for his services 
to the community. He had been living 
at Swan House, in Pools Lane, a month 
before his death. His loving wife, Anne, 
revealed Reginald’s last words to her 
on their anniversary were: “Anne, I am 
happy as long as you get well and I can 
come home to you and my garden.” 


He was born in Chasetown, to parents 
Albert and Ruby on April 26, 1925. He 
met his sweetheart Anne at a dance at 
St Patrick’s Church, in Walsall, in 1946, 
while he was on de-mob leave after mil¬ 
itary service during the Second World 
War. 

They tied the knot on May 28, 1949 at 
St Andrew’s Church, in Birchills, Wal¬ 
sall. They later moved to Willenhall. 

Mrs Wrighton, who was awarded an 
OBE for her services to the judiciary in 
1991, said: “You could say it was love at 
first sight. 

“He was waiting there for me and 
asked me to dance. It was a happy 
evening. Our wedding was a beauti¬ 
ful day, with lots of friends and family 


present.” He joined Willenhall Council 
in 1951, before becoming chairman in 
1963. 

Anne, who is also 93, said: “I have so 
many memories of Reg, but when he was 
council chairman we met so many nice 
people in Willenhall. 

Together Reginald and Anne had 
one son, Ralph. They have three 
grand-daughters Elizabeth, Hannah and 
Alice, and a great-grandson Nathan. 

Mrs Wrighton added: “He was abso¬ 
lutely golden as a husband. He was very 
loving and always put me first.” His fu¬ 
neral is at Holy Trinity Church, in Short 
Heath, today, Thursday, at 2.30pm. It is 
family flowers only, but donations can 
be made to St Giles’ Hospice in Walsall. 


6,000 trees axed by 
Black Country councils 
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MORE than 6,000 trees have 
been lost in the Black Country 
over the past three years - in¬ 
cluding 901 cut down by Walsall 
Council. 

The authority spent £269,000 tak¬ 
ing down trees from 2014 to 2017. 

A total of 6,359 have been felled by Black 
Country councils in the time, a Freedom of 
Information request has revealed. 

Dudley cut down 3,227 trees, Sandwell 
2,070 and Wolverhampton 161. Campaign¬ 
ers fear many others have also been lost 
through private fellings in the same period. 

Councillor Louise Harrison, portfolio 
holder for clean and green said: “All local 
authorities have a duty to protect natural 
heritage and value the asset that is their 
tree stock - and Walsall is no exception to 
this. Trees are generally only felled when 
they are dead, dying diseased or dangerous, 
for example, by storm damage.” 

“However, in our countryside sites, trees 
may be felled as part of the long-term 
planned management of the sites to sup¬ 
port the greatest diversity of plants and 
animals.” 

Trees can be protected by Tree Preser¬ 
vation Orders, which means approval is 
needed from a council to knock them down. 

Those within conservation areas also 
require a planning application to remove 
them. More than 40 trees on land off Erd- 
ington Road in Aldridge are to be knocked 
down under plans for four large homes. 

Walsall Council approved the proposal, 
but residents are unhappy over the pros¬ 
pect. 

Mark Ryder, on behalf of community 
group Saving Aldridge Trees, said: “Coun¬ 
cils have got expectations from the Gov¬ 
ernment over the number of homes being 
built, and they get rewarded. 

“This is happening to the detriment of 
the environment.” 


Prestigious Unicef award for school 


TEACHERS and pupils at a school 
are celebrating after being given a 
prestigious award from Unicef. 

Ryders Hayes School in Pel- 
sail has been awarded the Silver 
Rights Respecting School Award 
in recognition of its work putting 
pupils’ voices at the heart of class¬ 
room life. 

The award is granted to schools 
that show commitment to promot¬ 
ing and realising children’s rights 
and encouraging adults, children 
and young people to respect the 
rights of others in school. 

The Silver award is given to 
schools that make ‘excellent pro¬ 
gress’ towards embedding the 
principles of the UN Convention 
on the Rights of the Child into its 
ethos and curriculum. 

Headteacher of Ryders Hayes 
School, Sally Miner, said: “This is 
an important day in the life of the 
school, allowing us to pause and 
reflect upon the positive impact 
that working towards the award 
has had on pupils and the school 
as a whole. 

“It fits so well with our strong 
values.” 

Wendy Morton, the MP for 
Aldridge-Brownhills, was invited 
to present the award plaque and 
banner to the school. She said: 
“Congratulations to all the gov¬ 
ernors, staff, but above all to the 
pupils of Ryders Hayes School for 
receiving this prestigious Unicef 
UK Award.”

Organ donor 
legacy leads 
to 18,000 
transplants 

A BLACK Country family’s campaign 
to create the organ donor register has 
contributed to more than 18,000 trans¬ 
plants. 

The Organ Donor Register was 
launched after a five-year campaign by 
the Cox family from Wolverhampton. 
Peter Cox, 24, had told his family about 
his wish to donate organs before his 
death in 1989 from a brain tumour but 
the family were surprised to find there 
was no register for potential donors. 

The family lobbied the Government 
and the register was launched on Oc¬ 
tober 6, 1994. NHS Blood and Trans¬ 
plant has thanked the Cox family for 
their campaign ahead of the 70th an¬ 
niversary of the NHS next month. The 
Government is also considering plans to 
introduce an opt-out system instead of 
the current opt-in. Figures show since 
its launch, 6,600 people who were on the 
register have become donors after their 
deaths, leading to 18,000 transplants. 
There are now more than 25 million peo¬ 
ple on the NHS Organ Donor Register. 

Mr Cox’s sister Christine, now 55, 
said: “He told us he wanted to donate 
his organs and it was up to us to make it 
happen. He was the most inspirational 
young man I have ever known.”

Sandwell mayor and Wednesbury coun¬ 
cillor Bill Archer. The funeral is open to 
the public. 

Mr Archer, who died aged 91, on June 
2, was affectionately known as ‘Mr 
Wednesbury’. During his 36-year career, 
he served as a Tory councillor. 

A book of condolences is currently 
open at Wednesbury Library where 
many have left messages. 

Earlier this month, his daughter, 
Sandwell councillor Elaine Costigan, 
paid tribute to her father who she de¬ 
scribed as an ‘inspiration’.

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Inadequate 
rating given 
to care home 
by watchdog 

A CARE home in Wednesbury has 
been put in special measures fol¬ 
lowing a damning inspection which 
found a catalogue of failings. 

Ormidale House, in Wood Green 
Road, has now been ranked as ‘in¬ 
adequate’ by the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission (CQC). The home’s safety, 
effectiveness and leadership was given 
the bottom rating. Its responsiveness 
and care was also rated as ‘requires 
improvement’ by inspectors. 

Inspectors said the visit was 
brought forward to March, which 
was earlier than planned, due to ‘con¬ 
cerns we had received from a whistle 
blower’. The home was previously 
rated as ‘requires improvement’ in 
June 2017. 

The report said: “Prior to our in¬ 
spection we received concerns from an 
anonymous whistle blower. The con¬ 
cerns they had raised were allegations 
of physical and emotional abuse. We 
immediately shared these concerns 
with the local authority. We have con¬ 
tinued to share information with the 
local authority during this time, to 
ensure people were safe in the home. 

“We found that no robust measures 
were in place to mitigate potential 
risk.” 

A spokesman for Ormidale House 
said: “We are making improvements 
to the home. There were no findings 
in relation to the concerns raised by a 
staff member.”

Thumbs up for statue of Sir Jack

LEGENDARY former Wolves owner 
Sir Jack Hayward returned ‘home’ 
as a 10ft statue was unveiled outside 
his beloved Molineux - on what would 
have been his 95th birthday. 

Family, friends, ex-Wolves players 
and staff attended a ceremony out¬ 
side the stadium, where the £250,000 
bronze statue was revealed. It depicts 
Sir Jack - who died in 2015 aged 91 - 
in his iconic ‘thumbs up’ pose. 

There was warm applause from 
VIPs and hundreds of fans as the 
statue was unveiled following 
speeches from his son Jonathan and 


Wolves managing director Laurie 
Dalrymple. It is positioned next to 
the stand that bears Sir Jack’s name. 

Long-time companion Patti Bloom 
said: “It’s been emotional. He’s back 
where he’s meant to be. He never re¬ 
ally left - all his life he never really 
left, he was always a home-town boy. 

“He would have absolutely loved 
having it. He’d also love it that Wolves 
are back in the Premier League.” 

Sir Jack OBE joins two of his he¬ 
roes Billy Wright and Stan Cullis, who 
also have statues outside the stadium. 
Like the Sir Jack statue, they were 


produced by renowned sculptor James 
Butler who attended the big reveal. 

Goalscoring legends Steve Bull and 
John Richards, club captain Danny 
Batth, former chief executive Jez 
Moxey and members of the 2003 play¬ 
off final winning team Paul Butler 
and Lee Naylor were also there. 

Son Jonathan Hayward, who was 
also club chairman in the 1990s, 
thanked fans for the ‘love and sup¬ 
port’ they had shown his father. 
“Perhaps in the future when you walk 
past the statue you can give him the 
thumbs up,” he added. 


Town centre's flagship 
M&S to shut in August 


THE town centre is reeling from 
news that the flagship Marks & 
Spencer store will close its doors 
for the last time on August 11. 

The move comes despite efforts from 
council leaders to try and save the de¬ 
partment store after 84 years in the town 
centre. 

Nearly 100 shop staff, many of whom have 
worked at the store for decades, face redun¬ 
dancy. 

Andy Barber, head of region for the West 
Midlands at Marks & Spencer, said: “Propos¬ 
ing to close the store was a difficult decision. 

“Over the past few weeks we’ve been con¬ 
sulting with our colleagues and, following this 
rigorous process, the decision has been made to 
close the store on Saturday, August 11.” 

The Walsall branch has been a mainstay for 
the town’s shoppers since it opened in Park 
Street on June 1, 1934. The branch became 
part of the Saddlers Centre in 1980. 

Walsall Council bosses had hoped to per¬ 
suade M&S bosses to stay. 

The authority took out a £13.8 million loan, 
described as high-risk, to buy the Saddlers Cen¬ 
tre in a controversial move last year, but the 
leadership has now changed. 

New council leader Mike Bird had opposed 
the decision by the previous Labour adminis¬ 
tration to buy the struggling centre. 

Reacting to the latest news, he said: “We 
have got a meeting with them on June 22 (to¬ 
morrow). 

“I have emailed them and said I hope, even 
at this late stage, we might be able to change 
their mind. Marks & Spencer is an institution 
in Walsall, it has been here for 85 years this 
year. I understand from a commercial aspect 
they have got to make a profit.” 

The closure was first proposed a month ago, 
as part of a nationwide cull by the department 
store chain. Marks & Spencer says it will close 
more than 100 stores by 2022 as it accelerates a 
transformation programme that will see thou¬ 
sands of jobs put at risk. 

The closures will affect its clothing and home 
stores, which have under-performed for several 
years. 


Bishop’s 6,000-mile trip to school 


Bishop Moses visits Blue Coat School, Walsall, to say thank you for helping Kenyan youngsters 



PUPILS welcomed an African 
bishop from more than 6,000 
miles away for a special visit. 

Bishop Moses Nthukah met 
with children and teachers at 
Blue Coat Church of England Jun¬ 
ior and Infant School in Walsall, 
where he was given an exclusive 
tour and took part in a Q&A with 
the school’s council. The Angli¬ 
can Bishop was visiting from the 
Njarange district in Kenya, a poor 
area that has suffered the ravages 
of drought in the past. 

To help support Bishop Moses 
and his people, the school has 


been fundraising to help improve 
their lives for decades as part of 
the Njarange in Kenya - raising 
more than £10,000 in the process. 

And to say thank you to the 
school, he made the trip over for 
the first time since the late 1990s 
- remarking how much the school 
had changed over the years. 

“I visited to meet schools and 
the churches that have been sup¬ 
porting the needy school, com¬ 
munity and church in Njarange, 
Kenya, for the last 22 years,” he 
said. “I have visited this school 
before, I think in 1999. 


“The school was still the way it 
is but I can see a lot of new things 
like new classrooms and comput¬ 
ers. It has changed but is very 
good. I really enjoyed myself and 
learnt a lot from the pupils. They 
expressed themselves very well 
and took me around the school.” 

The visit, which took place on 
Friday, began with a celebration 
assembly before he was given a 
tour of the Springhill Road school 
by pupils. 

Following the trip, he visited 
Short Heath Junior School in Wil- 
lenhall in the afternoon.

Flooding forces 
closure of centre 

A FLOOD-damaged community cen¬ 
tre has been forced to close for nearly 
three months leaving groups with no¬ 
where to go. Great Wyrley Communi¬ 
ty Centre will be shut for eight to 10 
weeks for repairs after it was deemed 
too dangerous to be used. 

Chairman of the parish council 
Helen Snape said insurance assessors 
had revealed the damage at the cen¬ 
tre in Landywood Lane was far worse 
than anyone first thought after the 
storms last month. She said: “It’s a 
nightmare. We’ve been refurbishing 
the centre over the last 12 months 
and some of the flooring had only gone 
down a few weeks before.” 

Shock closure pub 
up for demolition 

A TROUBLED former pub could be 
demolished under new plans. 

Plans have been submitted to 
Sandwell Council to demolish the va¬ 
cant Red Admiral in Great Barr, which 
closed suddenly nearly two years ago. 

Police had been called to the pub 35 
times between 2007 and 2016 when it 
closed its doors. 

It was later revealed the pub, in 
Gorse Farm Road, was sold for around 
half a million pounds after closing 
without warning. 

The plans do not reveal any details 
about the future plans of the site. 

Inspirational art 
contest launched 

AN inspirational art competition, 
which has been running for 13 years 
has been launched again. 

The 2018 Dawn Jones Art Prize 
competition encourages people to cre¬ 
ate inspiring artwork in line with the 
theme: #Thisisme. 

The competition was set up by 
Maureen Jones in memory of her 
daughter, Dawn Jones, whotragically 
committed suicide in 2005 at the age 
of 25 following a long battle with de¬ 
pression.

Jab reminder to 
fend off cat virus 

PET owners are being urged to pro¬ 
tect their feline friends from a fatal 
virus. The RSPCA has issued a plea to 
residents to get their cats vaccinated 
against feline panleukopenia. 

It comes after an outbreak of the 
fatal disease across the region last 
summer, which saw 40 cats treated 
at Birmingham’s Newbrook Animal 
Hospital. 

Joanna Szkutnicki, senior clinician 
at the hospital, said: “Feline panleu¬ 
kopenia is a severe disease that most 
often proves fatal. Most cats contract 
it from a contaminated environment 
via infected faeces.” Symptoms can 
include vomiting and diarrhoea. 

Fresh signs of life 
in housing market 

THE housing market is showing re¬ 
newed signs of life in the West Mid¬ 
lands, improving for the first time in 
three years, with more homes going 
up for sale. 

A lack of supply of homes on the 
local market has been holding it back 
but the latest report from chartered 
surveyors found most were seeing 
that situation improve. As a result the 
number of sales has gone up in May as 
the market turns positive for the first 
time since September 2015. 

And demand from buyers has risen 
for the first time this year, according 
to the RICS UK Residential Market 
Survey for the West Midlands.

ANNUAL digital symposium Hello 
Culture returns to Birmingham City 
University tomorrow, Friday. 

The conference will explore exper¬ 
imentation in digital technology pro¬ 
viding artists and arts organisations 
access to new thinking, ideas, forms of 
practice and artistic experimentation 
and expression.

Pregnant drug smuggler's jail term cut 


A JUDGE described a pregnant 
mother who took heroin into a prison 
as a ‘decent woman’ - before jailing 
her for 20 months. 

Natalie Severn then had her sen¬ 
tence cut, to 15 months, on appeal. 

Severn, aged 31, admitted taking 
6.92 grams of heroin into Oakwood 
Prison at Featherstone, near Wolver¬ 
hampton. She gave the drugs, worth 
at least £280, to her boyfriend, who 


was in custody, at the prison in June 
last year. 

Appearing at Stafford Crown Court 
in April, Severn, of Cromwell Street 
in Coventry, was jailed by His Honour 
Judge John Gosling. He described her 
as a ‘decent woman’, but said she had 
committed ‘a really serious crime’. 

Severn claimed to have been con¬ 
tacted by an unknown man and told 
her partner was in debt and asked to 


take the package into the prison. 

She feared for her and for her boy¬ 
friend’s safety if she did not comply. 

This week, at London’s Appeal 
Court, the case was heard again as 
lawyers for Severn argued that her 
punishment was too harsh. 

They pointed to her previous good 
character, being pregnant with a 
baby due in October and having a 
three-year-old child. She is ‘finding it 


difficult’ in custody with ‘considera¬ 
ble anxiety for her unborn child’, the 
court was told. 

Taking drugs into prison is ‘an of¬ 
fence of exceptional gravity’ meriting 
immediate imprisonment’, said Sir 
Brian Leveson, who was sitting with 
two other judges. 

But he added: “Although a custo¬ 
dial sentence was inevitable, it need 
not have been as long as 20 months.” 


Family living in fear 
after machete attack 


A MACHETE-wielding thug smashed the win¬ 
dows of two cars belonging to a family, who 
say they are now living in fear. 

Teacher Sarah Hunt-Squires aged 51, and veter¬ 
an Sean Squires aged 53 were asleep in their home 
in Moncrieffe Street, Walsall, last Wednesday, when 


their car windows were si 
machete. 

It is the second time the 
family, along with their 
19-year-old daughter Paige 
Hunt, have been targeted in 
six weeks, when bricks were 
thrown through their front 
window in May. 

She said: “We were in bed 
when we heard a loud bang 
and we went running down¬ 
stairs to find the cars were 
smashed. It was horrendous, 
I was shocked when I looked 
at the CCTV. 

“It was the fact that he 
pulled out a machete. When 
I realised what it was I felt 
sick to my stomach. My hus¬ 
band broke down and he 
is ex-forces so he has seen 
the worst. We stayed up for 
nights to see if it would hap¬ 
pen again. 

“It could have been some¬ 
thing much worse and I feel 
targeted. I am on blood bike 
duty later and my daughter 
has to go to work but I do 
not want to walk the streets 
knowing people have ma¬ 
chetes. If they can get a ma¬ 
chete what else can they get 
hold of? I am absolutely pet¬ 
rified, we fear they are going 
to kill us.” 

The windscreens on both 
cars are smashed while their 
silver Proton Satria’s back 
window has been slashed and 
a window on their Renault 
Scenic has been smashed. 
The incident was caught on 
CCTV and police are inves- 


lashed using bricks and a

tigating. Mrs Hunt-Squires 
has lived there for 21 years 
and Mr Squires moved in 
four years ago when they got 
married and they installed 
CCTV three years ago but 
they want to move following 
the incidents. 

He said: “They had a 1.5ft 
machete. What is it going to 
take to stop this? Are they 
going to stab me or stab my 
wife? We are going to have 
to move. 

“I served this country and 
this is how I get treated. I 
am broken from this. I can¬ 
not go to work today. This is 
just the damage left behind 
from one machete. It is hor¬ 
rible to think that someone 
here in the Chuckery has 
something like that.” 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “Anyone with in¬

The incident took place in 
a week a campaign by the 
Chronicle’s sister paper, the 
Express & Star, to review 
the sale of knives, gathered 
momentum.

£40k set to 
be spent 
on city war 
memorials 

TWO Black Country war memorials 
are to be restored to mark the cen¬ 
tenary of the end of the First World 
War. 

Wolverhampton Council’s cabinet 
resources panel was this week ex¬ 
pected to approve a £40,000 rebuild 
and repair of Penn Fields and Tetten- 
hall’s monuments. 

The cash will be used to restore the 
memorials which have suffered from 
decay and vandalism. 

Council officers are asking the city 
council to approve the plan using 
cash from the War Memorials Trust 
and contributions raised by local com¬ 
munity groups, the Bradmore War 
Memorial Fund and Tettenhall War 
Memorial Committee. 

Recommending the proposal, coun¬ 
cil officers state: “To mark the cen¬ 
tenary of the First World War, two 
local resident groups are proposing 
to restore their local war memorials 
in Church Road, Penn Fields, and in 
the churchyard of St Michael and All 
Angels in Tettenhall.” 

The Penn Fields monument is 
within ornamental gardens in Church 
Road, opposite St Philip’s Church, 
and depicts an infantryman. Parts of 
the statue are missing and movement 
in the plinth is causing damage to 
stonework. 

The Tettenhall war memorial is in 
the churchyard of St Michael and All 
Angels, and is a red sandstone cross 
and shaft mounted on a plinth. 

In addition to repairing the cross, 
it’s intended to steam clean the me¬ 
morial and to replace stone paving 
around the memorial, paid for with 
contributions raised by the Tettenhall 
War Memorial Committee.

New war on fly-tipping 
pledged by council chiefs 


A COUNCIL is plotting a crackdown 
on fly-tipping hotspots after giant 
piles of rubbish were dumped near 
to a canal for the second time in 10 
days. 

Fridges, freezers, a bed, fence panels 
and garden waste were among the items 
strewn across Rayboulds Bridge off Green 
Lane, Walsall, at the end of May. 

But after Walsall Council had cleared the 
mess fly-tippers struck again just a few days 
later. This time the Tory-run authority’s street 
cleansing crew removed the debris in less than 
an hour. 

Council leader Mike Bird said the speed of 
the operation was ‘the way it is going to be’ 
under a new regime aimed at stamping out the 
scourge of fly-tipping across the borough. 

“We are showing that we are staying true 
to our election pledges and clamping down on 
fly-tipping. It is a top priority for us,” said Mr 
Bird, who took over as council leader following 
the local elections in May. 

Prosecution 

“This mess cost £700 to clear. It puts a strain 
on taxpayers and council finances and we sim¬ 
ply will not tolerate it any longer.” 

Mr Bird says he believes extending access 
to tips in the borough could help to reduce fly 
tipping. After the last incident at Rayboulds 
Bridge councillors requested a full report on 
fly-tipping and what could be done to combat it. 

Fly-tipping incidents across the borough are 
generally investigated by operatives from the 
council’s Clean and Green team. 

In recent years fly-tipping ‘hotspots’ have be¬ 
come a regular sight in the Black Country, with 
reduced hours at tips leading to an increase in 
the amount of rubbish dumped on the streets. 

Walsall saw 4,565 incidents of fly-tipping last 
year, costing £391,372 to clean up. 

There were 2,653 incidents in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and a clean-up bill of £129,782, while Dud¬ 
ley had 1,069 incidents, costing of £63,295 to 
clear away. Sandwell was worst hit with 5,288 
incidents. There taxpayers had to cough up 
£328,764 in clean-up bills for 2016/17.

Gunners’ 
aid cash 
is a kick in 
the teeth 

AS our Government prepares to hand 
over £62 million this year in aid to Rwan¬ 
da, the country’s dictator Paul Kagame 
has decided to return the favour by giv¬ 
ing half of it back to his favourite football 
team, Arsenal. 

Mr Kwagame, whose citizens typically 
live on about £1 a day, has decided the 
best way to improve the lot of his people 
is to sponsor the Gunners to the tune of 
£10m a year for the next three years. 

And in return, the new Arsenal kit will 
have the logo Visit Rwanda emblazoned 
across the chest. 

And Paul and his mates will be able to 
make full use of a hospitality box at Arse¬ 
nal home games. What’s not to like? 

On hearing that news, my first thought 
was ‘why don’t we ever give overseas 
aid to dictators who support Aston Vil¬ 
la?’ Boy, judging from the events of the 
past couple of weeks, the Claret and Blue 
Army could certainly use £30m. 

And giving money to Villa would cer¬ 
tainly be closer to the ideal of helping the 
less fortunate in the world than handing 
it over to the billionaires of north London. 

But joking apart, how can this be a 
good use of taxpayers’ money, at least 
for non-Arsenal supporting taxpayers? 

Now I’m not one of the naysayers who 
harrumphs ‘charity begins at home’ every 
time the subject of international aid is 
mentioned. I do believe that as long as 
there is starvation in the world, that those 
of us who are fortunate to find ourselves 
among the richest one per cent of the 
world have a responsibility to do what we 
can to help. 

And also, from a purely pragmatic point 
of view, if people in the world’s poorest 
countries have access to decent food 
and medicine, they are less likely to stow¬ 
away in the back of lorries and end up 
living on the streets of Britain. 

What is stupid, though, is the arbitrary 
target of 0.7 per of GDP set by David 
Cameron, which determines that a fixed 
amount of money has to be handed over 
to developing countries, irrespective of 
what the actual need is. 

Some years there will be an argument 
for spending more than 0.7 per cent of 
GDP, some years we probably need to 
spend less. 

But when the need to give away tax¬ 
payers’ money just to meet a politically 
correct target results in millions being 
indirectly donated to a moneybags foot¬ 
ball team from north London, it is not only 
wasteful and immoral - it is also a spec¬ 
tacular own goal.

IF there is one thing guaranteed to make 
a visit to a restaurant less enjoyable these 
days it is the way that waiting staff seem 
to think it is essential to refer to custom¬ 
ers as ‘guys’.

During a meal recently my wife and I 
were referred to repeatedly as ‘guys’.

I accept that their use of the term was 
intended in a friendly manner and that 
they had probably been told to use it by 
their boss because it is widely considered 
to be informal and gender neutral. 

I didn’t expect for us to be called sir or 
madam (well, I might if it was the Ritz) but 
the over use of the term becomes grat¬ 
ing especially when there is no need to 
add ‘guys’ to any of the above sentences 
anyway. 

It’s not that I think it is a sexist term,

The problem is that ‘guys’ is such a lazy, 
hollow cliche of a word that is smacks of 
insincerity even when the intention is to 
be welcoming, warm and friendly.

There is a future 
for Walsall shops 

I AM writing in response to the letter from Ian Payne with 
regard to the M&S closure in Walsall and regeneration in 
the town. Firstly, may I say that the potential closure of the 
M&S is a blow to the town and indeed we should not forget 
the loyal employees who have given service over the years. 

What we are seeing in retail is a combination of factors, 
in M&S’ case there appears to be a trend issue in that peo¬ 
ple are just not buying M&S clothes in volume and this has 
affected M&S trading for a number of years. 

If we look at other stores such as Next and Primark the 
public appear to think that they are more ‘on point’ and 
love the fact that there is an internet shopping offer in 
many cases. It is this latter issue that is driving much of 
the change on our high street, as many customers opt for 
the convenience of home delivery. 

I have heard said of Walsall that if “there were better 
shops we would shop there” but a fact overlooked in much 
of this debate is the economy of much of the Black Country 
is at the lower end of the wage scales with Walsall’s aver¬ 
age salary lying in a band of £16k-£20k. The truth is that 
many Walsall people do not have the disposable income to 
support the specialist shops that make other centres a des¬ 
tination and these specialist shops go where the disposable 
income is. 

So is the High Street completely finished? I do not believe 
so, but the shopping experience has to change. Walsall, in 
common with near neighbours is in competition with Bir¬ 
mingham Grand Central/Bullring, Merry Hill and other 
centres. These centres offer a destination shop. The Crown 
Wharf area, new cinema and The New Art Gallery creates 
a ‘destination’ and Walsall Labour’s administration con¬ 
tinued to back this and the work on St Matthews Quarter, 
but felt that the centre of the town around the gateway of 
the town’s railway station (Saddlers Centre) was neglected. 

The administration then, took the opportunity to pur¬ 
chase of the Saddlers Centre for three reasons, the first 
was that it was the link between the two developing areas, 
the second was that it would provide an income stream and 
even if M&S closes it still should make a return, though 
smaller. The third was to provide a means of removing bar¬ 
riers to regeneration of the station entrance to provide a 
kick start to regeneration of the Station Street area. 

This was never going to be a quick fix. We need to posi¬ 
tion ourselves so that as investors undoubtedly turn their 
attention to the Midlands with the advent of HS2, they look 
at Walsall as a proposition and the purchase of the Saddlers 
Centre was a part of that regeneration jigsaw. We have a 
future and forgive me if I talk up our town, because folks if 
we do not, few others will.

Carl key to helping firm 
mark 200 years of Chubb

WORKERS past and present 
gathered to celebrate 200 
years of iconic firm Chubb 
Locks. 

Around 50 employees listened 
to speeches from historian Dr 
Carl Chinn and bosses about the 
famous Black Country company. 

Eddie Bonner, who started work¬ 
ing there in 1951 when he was just 15 
years old, attended last week’s event 
in Willenhall. The 82-year-old, from 
Penn, stayed with the company for 47 
years until he retired when he was 61 
in 1997. 

He said: “I remember my first day. I 
was embarrassed, fearful of what to do 
and I did not know where to go. 

“From day to day, we would learn 
how to file then we made the tools 
including hammers then we started 
to work on the locks. We would make 
about six in a week. My biggest mem¬ 
ory was when the apprentices would 
collect the mugs to make tea for the 
locksmith and if anyone smashed a 
mug they would get a clip around the 
ear.” 

Roger Bentley, 62 of Penn, has 
worked at the firm for 45 years. He 
said: “In the day, the men would work 
and they would get home as their wife 
would go in for the twilight shift. 

“There was a great sense of com¬ 
munity with a rifle range along with 
cricket, football, darts and bowling. 
My uncle used to work here and I 
started as an apprentice when I was 
15 years old. I specifically remember 
when we finished our apprenticeship 
and we went to London to have a meal 
with Lord Hay ter Chubb.” 

During the event, which was staged 
at the Assa Abloy headquarters, Dr 
Carl Chinn gave a talk exploring the 
firm’s history. 


He said: “The development of 
Chubb was an essential part of the in¬ 
dustrial revolution and modern Brit¬ 
ain. The best part about today was the 
employees recognising each other and 
pointing themselves out in black and 
white photographs.” 

The firm was established by broth¬ 
ers, Jeremiah and Charles Chubb - 
Jeremiah designed a lock in 1817 that 
was practically impossible to pick, 
known as the Chubb Detector Lock. 

Chubb started out in Temple Street, 
Wolverhampton, in 1820 and in 1823 
they were awarded a special licence by 
George IV and went on to become the 
sole supplier of locks to the Post Office 
and HM Prison Service. 


By 1835, Charles had taken over 
control of the business as Jeremiah 
migrated to America and Charles pat¬ 
ented a fire and burglar-proof safe. 

In 1838 the company moved to the 
corner of Horsley Fields and Mill 
Street. In 1846, Charles Chubb died 
and the firm was taken over by his son 
John. In 1889, the factory moved to 
the corner of Chubb Street and Fryer 
Street in the city centre, and subsid¬ 
iary companies were set up in South 
Africa in 1894 and Australia in 1896. 

The workforce was mostly male 
before women were employed in the 
First World War. 

In 1918, they produced 4,000 shrap¬ 
nel shells per week.

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College improves 
on a technicality

AN education chief has welcomed the news that the first 
T-level exam courses will be introduced at Walsall College. 

The college will be one of the first in the UK to deliver 
the new programme - described as the greatest shake-up 
of technical education for 70 years. The T-levels, which are 
technical qualifications at A-level standard, will be taught 
at Dudley College of Technology, Sandwell Academy, Wal¬ 
sall College and Walsall Studio School. 

They are among just 10 further education providers 
across the Midlands chosen to taken part in the scheme 
which was part of Prime Minister Theresa May’s general 
election manifesto. 

Across the country, 52 schools and colleges have been 
named as the first T-level providers. The first three sub¬ 
jects will be construction, digital, and education and child¬ 
care, which will be taught from September 2020. 

Jatinder Sharma OBE, principal and CEO at Walsall Col¬ 
lege, said: “We are thrilled to introduce T-Level qualifica¬ 
tions as part of our vast and rich curriculum.” 


Coding kits 
handed out 
in effort to

FORENSIC coding kits designed to beat bur¬ 
glars and protect valuables as part of a po¬ 
lice crime crackdown have been handed out 
to residents in the Black Country. 

The home coding kits come with a DNA solution - 
each with its own unique DNA profile - that can be 
dabbed on valuable items to deter thieves. 


The practice can also help 
police recover any stolen 
items, and link criminals 
to break-ins. It is part of 
a £40,000 West Midlands 
Police crime prevention 
scheme called Track and 
Trace, aimed at driving 
down crime in key areas and 
making communities safer. 

Streets that will be visited 
in the Black Country as part 
of the trial are in Wolver¬ 
hampton, Walsall, Sandwell 
and Dudley. 

New signs will be put up 
in the selected streets, as 
well as pavement artwork, 
warning potential crooks 
that homes are protected by 
the special technology.

Petition 
opposing 
one-way 
zone plan 

OUTRAGED residents have backed a petition 
in hope of blocking their road being turned 
into a one-way zone. 

Proposals have been put forward by Walsall Coun¬ 
cil to stop cars from travelling up and down Blay Av¬ 
enue, near Walsall Manor Hospital. The move aims 
to stop buses getting stuck due to cars parked along 
the road. 


Now, a petition has gath¬ 
ered 190 signatures in a 
matter of days - with 49 of 
the 57 houses in Blay Av¬ 
enue supporting the cam¬ 
paign. Simon Tolley, aged 
50, who is behind the cam¬ 
paign, lives in the street. 
He says residents have been 
threatened by motorists 
parking their cars. 

“The council are propos¬ 
ing that our street turns 
into a one-way system be¬ 
cause there’s a school at the 
bottom and during school 
times vehicles all park in the 
street,” he said. 

“The last 10 years, Blay 
Avenue has been used as 
a bus route by a couple of 
companies and because of all 
the cars the buses get stuck. 
I put together a petition and 
gave it to my neighbour.

We’ve had 190 signatures 
and out of 57 houses on the 
street - 49 have signed the 
petition, two are empty and 
six don’t mind. That’s 89 
per cent of people who don’t 
want this. We don’t feel the 
residents have been allowed 
to properly have their say. 

“It seems they have al¬ 
ready made up their mind.” 
Residents say the cars be¬ 
long to teachers and par¬ 
ents of children at Alumwell 
School, at the end of the 
street - and there is only 
ever problems when the 
school day starts and ends. 

Mr Tolley says he wants 
residential parking-only 
to be introduced along the 
street to help solve the issue 
- as opposed to turning it 
into a one-way street.

The loss of HSBC and the closure of 
Barclays meant banking could only be 
carried out at three post offices. 

However, one of these is based in a 
Bargain Booze, the company that is in 
administration, one at Swan Island, 
which is up for sale and the third, at 
Sankey’s Corner, is under threat of 
being turned into a dentist’s. The ser¬ 
vice has been put on the market by its 
current owner and in hope of saving it, 
Councillor Darren Ennis lodged a bid 
and deposit to run it himself. 

But a planning application to change 
the use of the building into a dental 
surgery was submitted by another 
party - raising fears that it could still 
be under threat. 

Now, Burntwood Town Council has 
submitted an application to turn the 
latter into an Asset of Community 
Value (ACV). It hoped that by being 
granted ACV status, it would protect 
the service and allow councillor Ennis 
to move forward with his plan. 

He said: “The council have put in 
an application to get it designated as 
a Application of Community Value - it 
has been submitted to Lichfield Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

“The application is to allow it to to 
keep the building as it is, which is an 
asset to the community.” The news 
comes as the last bank in Burntwood - 
Barclays at Sankey’s Corner, Cannock 
Road - finally shut its doors recently. 

Lichfield District Council’s planning 


committee was set to make a decision 
on plans to turn the service into a den¬ 
tist’s, but a decision was deferred to 
the next planning meeting on July 2. 

An ACV is land or property of im¬ 
portance to a local community, which 
is subject to additional protection from 
development under the Localism Act 
2011. 

Councillor Ennis added: “It gives 
the opportunity for the community to 


prove how vital the service is, giving 
that gateway for the community to 
save it. 

“At the moment, we’re still in the 
same situation. They’re still retaining 
the money I’ve put down, I’ve still put 
a deposit down. I hold a councillor ad¬ 
vice surgery every month and one man 
came in and offered me financial help. 
We’ve had so much support off the 
older generation and businesses too.”

Carillion collapse now delaying 
payments for small businesses 


CARILLION’S collapse has 
worsened the delay in pay¬ 
ments for small construc¬ 
tion firms now having to 
wait more than 42 days for 
invoices to be paid, a new 
study reveals. 

The delay has increased by two 
days in recent years, said finance 
firm Funding Options. 

Construction businesses are wait¬ 
ing longer to pay suppliers, which 
could threaten the financial stability 


of a supply chain and cost jobs, it was 
warned. 

Large construction firms can stipu¬ 
late long repayment terms, with small 
suppliers to the former Black Country 
construction giant having to wait 120 
days to be paid, said the report. 

Following the collapse of the engi¬ 
neering giant in January, suppliers 
are still waiting to be paid, with some 
estimating they will only receive a 
penny in the pound at most, said the 
report. Payment delays are contribut¬ 
ing to a high level of insolvencies in 
the construction industry, with 2,633 


businesses going insolvent in 2016/17, 
an eight per cent increase on the pre¬ 
vious year, said Funding Options. 

Chief executive Conrad Ford said: 
“A single late payment can be an 
issue even for larger and more suc¬ 
cessful firms, and worsening delays 
could create more insolvencies 

“Carillion’s collapse sent shock- 
waves through the industry, affecting 
smaller suppliers who will now never 
get paid what they are owed.” 

A Cabinet Office spokesman said: 
“We are committed to levelling the 
playing field for smaller businesses.”

Wheelie good recovery 
for miracle pooch Gus 


A DISABLED pug has ditched 
his wheelchair after mirac¬ 
ulously walking for the first 
time since he was a puppy. 

Pedigree pooch Gus, from Great 
Barr, was diagnosed with hemi- 
vertebrae three years ago, a condi¬ 
tion that causes deformed wedge- 
shaped vertebrae and curves in 
the spine. 

His devastated owner, 29-year-old 
Sasha Alexander, was told the only op¬ 
tion was to have him put down. 

But thankfully Sasha refused and 
instead bought Gus a custom-built 
wheelchair for £300. 

She was told Gus would never re¬ 
gain the use of his legs, but last year 
the little pug surprised everyone by 
suddenly walking again. 

Sasha, an administrator, said: “It’s 
a miracle that Gus is walking again, 
we never imagined he’d one day ditch 
his wheelchair. I was watching TV in 
the lounge when Gus jumped off the 
sofa and started walking on his own. I 
couldn’t believe my eyes as we thought 
he was completely paralysed.” 

She added: “Four vets told me to put 
Gus down after his diagnosis but I re¬ 
fused and decided to give him a second 
chance. 

“He lost the ability to walk at five 
months old when he started limping 
and struggling to hold his balance. 

“But when it failed to improve he 
was booked in for an X-Ray - that’s 
when we were told about his deformed 
spine. The vertebrae down from his 
neck had all failed to grow properly 
and that was causing problems to his 
spinal cord. 

“If he wasn’t put down then I was 
told at most he would live just a few 
months longer anyway - I was devas¬ 
tated.

“I knew I had to give him a chance 
at life, he was such a happy puppy be¬ 
fore his problems started and I was 
desperate to get him back in the park. 

“Thankfully after visiting a fifth vet, 
I was told about special wheelchairs 
for dogs. His back legs are getting 
stronger by the day, he loves being 
able to run and greet other dogs on his 
walks now.” 

Sasha is now sharing Gus’s story to 
highlight his spinal condition and to 
give other owners hope. She added: 



Gus, who is now walking on his own 

“Everyone is baffled by Gus now being 
able to walk and I only know of one 
other dog who this has happened to. 

“All I can think is that his spine has 
now fused together which is allow¬ 
ing him to walk without pain. It’s so 
strange seeing him running across the 
fields and around the house. He had 
his wheelchair for almost two years of 
his life and although we haven’t gotten 
rid of his wheelchair yet, we’re confi¬ 
dent he won’t be needed it again. 

“He is literally a walking miracle.”

Tapiador will be starring in 
English Youth Ballet’s new 
production of Cinderella in 
Hollywood in Shrewsbury 
tomorrow and Saturday. 

She will be leading an impressive cast 
of international principal dancers and 
83 of the region’s finest young dancers 
at Theatre Severn. 

Monica was born in Spain and before 
joining EYB she danced with La Scala 
Theatre Ballet and English National Ballet. 

Set in the glamorous era of 1950s Hollywood 
movies, the lavish production draws its inspiration 
from the film star Grace Kelly who met Prince Rainier 
of Monaco at a press party and later married him. 

Cinderella is a seamstress on a film set and the Fairy 
Godmother is her late mother - a former movie star of 
the 1930s. Her wicked sisters are Hollywood starlets 
competing with each other for starring film roles. 

The Prince meets Cinderella at the press party but at 
midnight she flees from the scene leaving a sparkly 
silver pointe-shoe as the only clue to her identity.

We caught up with Monica to find out more about 
the show and what makes her tick: 

HOW DOES THE ROLE OF CINDERELLA 
THAT YOU WILL BE DANCING DIFFER 
FROM THE FAIRYTALE? 

My Cinderella is very different to the Disney movie. 
She works in the wardrobe department of a Hollywood 
film studio in the 1950s. She lost her mother when 
she was younger so she had to grow up very fast. Her 
step-sisters aren’t ugly - they are wicked Hollywood 
starlets. Cinderella dreams of becoming a movie star - 
just like her mother. 

WHAT ARE THE BIGGEST CHALLENGES 
OF THE ROLE FOR YOU? 

It’s important not to get into the cliche of playing 
the artificial or fairytale role. I want my Cinderella to 
be a real girl that the audience can identify with. Also, 
the style of the choreography is neo-classical (quite 
modern ballet) and my body is having to find new and 
different ways of moving that I’m not used to. 

WHAT DO YOU THINK THAT THE 
AUDIENCES WILL ENJOY MOST ABOUT 
THE NEW PRODUCTION? 

The audience will love the selection of music in the 
ballet. We have beautiful orchestral jazz and classical 
music that the audience are familiar with. It really helps 
to create the Hollywood atmosphere. There are also 
many styles of dance - from glamorous show dancing 
to classical waltzes. I think that Cinderella’s motorised 
buggy that takes her to the press party will be a hit. It 
is so Hollywood! 

WHAT HAVE YOU ENJOYED MOST ABOUT 
COACHING THE SHROPSHIRE YOUNG 
DANCERS IN THE CAST? 

I have liked seeing the transition they have made 
since day one of rehearsals. At the beginning, they

were quite unsure and nervous and they have become 
so much more confident and disciplined as rehearsals 
have progressed. They are learning how to work as a 
team and really push themselves. 

WHAT ADVICE WOULD YOU GIVE ANY YOUNG

Jobson heads Into 
The Valley again 


ENDURING punk rockers 
Skids will be celebrating 
more than 40 years with a 
headline show at Bilston’s 
Robin 2 next week. 

Skids were formed in 1977 in 
their home town of Dunfermline, 
Scotland, by Richard Jobson 
(pictured), Stuart Adamson, Bill 
Simpson and Tom Kellichan. After 
releasing an independent single 
the band were championed by 
influential Radio 1 DJ John Peel, 
supported The Clash and then were 
signed to Virgin Records in 1978. 

Their first singles were Sweet 
Surburbia, The Saints are Coming 


and Into the Valley. The latter 
reached the UK top ten becoming 
the band’s enduring anthem. 

Their debut album Scared to 
Dance came out in 1979 and was 
followed by two chart singles 
Masquerade and Working for the 
Yankee Dollar, both from second 
album Days in Europa. That album 
also featured Rusty Egan of Visage 
after the departure of Kellichan. The 
band released two more albums 
before splitting in 1982. Adamson 
went on to have worldwide success 
with his new band Big Country but 
took his own life in Hawaii in 2001. 

The band briefly resumed a 
decade ago and now the 40th 



anniversary tour, at the Robin 
on June 28, features Jobson and 
Simpson with Mike Baillie, Bruce 
Watson and Jamie Watson. 

Jobson said: “The Skids were 
not just another punk band. We 
were creatively ambitious. Most 
importantly we loved playing live. 
As I tried to find a way to celebrate 
the band’s 40th anniversary, the 
answers ended up being very 
simple - just do it. Play the songs 
like it might be the last time. Give 
it everything. Then there’s the 
new stuff. It’s the beginning of 
something new rather than the end 
of something old.”

Revised Fabia adds whole lot more 



Order books are now open for the updated Fabia supermini with deliveries expected in September

Skoda has announced the new range 
line-up, specifications and RRP pricing for 
the facelifted Fabia. Order books for the 
updated supermini are open now, with first 
deliveries expected in September. With 
a new, all-petrol engine range, boosted 
equipment levels, new safety systems and 
an even sharper look, the facelifted Fabia is 
set to raise sector standards once again. 

The range will feature five familiar trim 
levels; S, SE, SE L, Monte Carlo and Colour 
Edition, and as with the current model, it will 
be available in hatch and estate forms. RRP 
prices range from £11,160 for the entry-level 
1.0 MPI S hatch model to £17,950 for the 1.0 
TS1110 DSG SEL estate. 

The new all-petrol engine range features 
state-of-the-art three-cylinder power units. 

Two MPI engines feature indirect injection 
and produce outputs of 60PS and 75PS 
respectively, while the two TSI engines are 
packed with advanced engineering, including 
turbocharging and direct petrol injection, 
enabling them to generate 95PS and HOPS. 
Both TSI engines are fitted with a petrol 
particulate filter. The most powerful of the 
quartet of engines can be matched with a 
seven-speed DSG gearbox as an option. 

High equipment levels have been one 
of the Fabia’s core strengths since its first 
appearance in 1999. The new facelifted 
model continues the Skoda tradition with 
exceptionally generous equipment lists across 
the range. LED daytime running lights are now 
standard across the range, while Front assist 
and a Multifunction trip computer are included 
on all models for the first time. 


SE models gain front fog lights and 15-inch 
Cygnus alloy wheels over the outgoing model, 
along with Radio Swing Plus and auto up/ 
down function for the electric windows. Colour 
Edition models gain 16-inch Vigo alloy wheels 
in white, silver or black. 

Customers opting for the SE L benefit 
from an even more significant equipment 
boost over the previous model. All Fabia SE 
L models now feature Amundsen satellite 
navigation, Infotainment online (for one 
year), lighting in the front centre console 
and 16-inch Evora alloy wheels. These items 
are in addition to the Fabia SE L’s already 
comprehensive specification list. 

The ever-popular Fabia Monte Carlo further 
enhances its reputation for sportiness with a 
range of new features. These include climate 
control air conditioning, LED rear lights, rear 
electric windows and new seat upholstery. 

The styling package includes a black front 
spoiler, black roof, black floor mats and 
carbon-effect dashboard trim. 

A new range of options has also been 
introduced - allowing owners to perfectly 
tailor their Fabia. Included for the first time 
are LED headlights (£960 RRP), 18-inch Vega 
alloy wheels (Monte Carlo Hatch only £600 
RRP) and Blind spot detection and rear traffic 
alert (£390 RRP). 

The new Blind spot detection feature alerts 
the driver to the presence of vehicles in the 
blind spot or approaching rapidly from behind 
when driving on multi-lane highways. The 
Rear Traffic Alert system monitors what is 
going on behind the vehicle and warns of a 
risk of collision when reversing. 

Of course, no new Skoda would be 
complete without additional Simply Clever 


features. In addition to the existing Simply 
Clever elements, the ice scraper concealed in 
the fuel filler flap now incorporates a gauge for 
measuring the tyre tread depth. 

And it’s not just the equipment levels that 
have been improved. The Fabia’s award¬ 
winning design has been given a subtle 
update. Building on the distinctive looks 
of the outgoing model, new LED daytime 
running lights instantly make the car more 


noticeable on the road. The revised bonnet 
and grille combine to give the Fabia a 
sleeker appearance, finished by the narrower 
headlights. At the back, the design of the 
rear bumper is refined with added reflectors 
increasing the car’s visibility - especially at 
night. 

The Fabia has been a mainstay of Skoda’s 
range since its introduction 19 years ago with 
more than four million examples having rolled 


off the production line. The third-generation 
supermini was launched in 2014 and has 
already clocked up more than half a million 
sales worldwide - making it the brand’s top 
seller in Europe and second-biggest here in 
the UK. 

It’s also proved rather popular with the 
motoring media, racking up a host of industry 
awards - including What Car? Car of the Year 
in 2014.

Multi-award winner gets 


even better 



More safety kit has been added to the Toyota Yaris There’s a new-look front and rear with redesigned bumpers, grille and light clusters

When Toyota decide to make changes to a 
model they do so in style. Anyone driving 
round in the current Yaris is benefitting 
from a £76m investment which resulted 
in more than 900 new parts for the multi¬ 
award-winning model. 

The result is a new-look front and rear with 
redesigned bumpers, grille and light clusters 
plus new exterior colours, wheel trims and a 
freshened-up interior which includes a new 
six-inch screen on the centre console. 

Sensors 

More safety kit has also been added with 
pre-collision, autonomous braking, automatic 
high beam lights whereby the sensors detect 
the lights of oncoming vehicles and traffic 
ahead while monitoring the brightness of 
streetlights and will automatically switch 
between high and low beam. 

As well as the existing Active, Icon, Design 
and Excel trims an additional Icon Tech has 
been added. There is also a Bi-tone variant 
which matches interior and exterior colours. 

There is space enough for five and, with a 
286-litre boot, their luggage as well, provided 
the bags are of the soft variety. 

Under the bonnet a new 1 .Slitre Euro 6 
petrol engine has been added to the list. Ten 
per cent more efficient than the 1.3litre unit it 
replaces, it is expected to be top choice for 
most drivers. The other engine option is the 
I.Olitre 69bhp petrol unit linked to a five-speed 
manual transmission. 

The importance of the hybrid is evidenced 
by its sales with 40per cent of buyers across 
Europe opting for the dual power French- 


made model with its 1.Slitre petrol engine ably 
assisted by its electric motor and linked to 
Toyota’s CVT automated transmission. 

Behind the wheel is a battle between good 
and evil. Below 30mph in the city centre and 
heavy traffic the motor does all the work, no 
sound, no emissions, no fuel, polish the halo 
and look slightly smug. On the open road 
there is a total of 98bhp at your disposal. 

Not enough to win a Grand Prix but more 


than enough to put the composed little Yaris 
through its paces. Halo slips slightly as you 
give in to temptation and put your foot down, 
putting the revised suspension, improved 
ride quality and well-weighted, sharper 
steering to the test. Moment of madness 
over you remember why you are driving a 
hybrid - clean, green save the planet, and 
your bank balance. But it’s good to know 
this hybrid at least has a bit of the hot stuff 


under the bonnet. Those who hanker after the 
red-hot stuff should get their names down for 
the GRMN inspired by Toyota’s return to the 
World Rally Championship. It promises to be a 
humdinger. 

Hybrid or standard, every Yaris is easy to 
manoeuvre and is flexible enough to make city 
centre parking, while not a doddle, certainly 
less stressful than in many other vehicles. 

Standard prices start at £12,995 for the 


Active trim which includes 15-inch steel 
wheels, automatic wipers, seven airbags, 
pre-collision system, lane departure warning, 
hill start assist, Bluetooth and power front 
windows. 

Hybrid prices start at £16,495 which is a 
good chunk more than the standard version. 
Whether it is worth it to you will take careful 
calculations, totting up saved fuel costs, 
reduced road tax, BiK and the like.

TRIBUTES have been paid to Wolver¬ 
hampton Cricket Club legend David 
Barnes following his death at the age of 
80 . 

As a player, captain, chairman and president, 
Barnes was with the club for a stunning 65 
years - making him the longest-serving mem¬ 
ber in their 183-year history. 

He led the Danescourt men to victory in the final of 
the National Knockout - then known as the DH Rob¬ 
ins Cup - at Lord’s in 1973, beating Maidstone-based 
Mote, with Barnes scoring the winning runs. 

Barnes, from Tettenhall, played ‘well into his fif¬ 
ties’ and returned to Lord’s for the final of the com¬ 
petition in 1988, which Wolves lost to Enfield in a 
replayed game at Edgbaston after the original tie had 
been washed out. 

Committee member David Lycett - who been with 
the club for 60 years, also as a player and chairman - 
was a close friend of Barnes’s, and said: “He was here 
with us at the club for 65 years. He went to Tettenhall 
College and joined the club in his teens. 

Regard 

“David took us to Lords in ‘73 for the final of the 
National Knockout, and that was a really big deal. 
I wasn’t playing for the firsts then but we all went 
down to watch and it was a great day. 

“We weren’t in the Birmingham League at the 
time. We were still in the old Midland Club Champi¬ 
onship, which we won year in and year out. 

“The competition had only been going for a few 
years and we were the first team from the Midlands 
to win it, beating Mote. He then went again in ‘88 as a 
player, under the late Pete Jones - and not many can 
say they’ve been able to go and play there, at Lord’s 
twice. He played well into his 50s. He was a fine crick¬ 
eter and a fine supporter of our club. I held him in the 
highest regard.” 

Barnes, as well as playing for Wolverhampton,

also turned out for Shropshire in the minor counties, 
Worcestershire’s seconds and Staffordshire’s over- 
50s. He was a batsman but also useful with the ball, 
with his off-spin. 

He went with the Midlands Cricket Club Confer¬ 
ence to Australia in the 70s and captained the Wolver¬ 
hampton Cricket Association side which toured the 
West Indies in 1976. 

“David was fully committed to the club. His two 
sons, Richard and James, played for the club too - 
James has retired now, Richard still turns out for 
Bromsgrove and I’m sure his son plays, so cricket is in 
their family,” said Lycett. “He was a personal friend 
of mine, we went on holidays together. He was just 
wonderful. He will be greatly missed.” 

Club president Geoff Hopkinson was also part of 
the 1973 national knockout trophy-winning side.

“I was the opening bat in that team, David was a 
very fine off-spinner - he was always among the wick¬ 
ets,” he said. “He always fielded first slip too as he 
didn’t like running. 

“That day, we were at the home of cricket and it 
was an honour. We had a very good side, an excep¬ 
tional side, which was led with aplomb - David was 
a thinking cricketer. He played until his late 50s and 
when we were playing together, we would have been 
playing about 60 matches a year. I took over as presi¬ 
dent from him, he did a hell of a lot behind the scenes 
as well. Without characters like him, it’s hard for 
clubs to survive. He pointed the way.” 

Chairman Mike Elphick added: ’’Having recently 
become chairman of the club, I was aware of David’s 
long and considerable contribution both on and off 
the field. He will be sadly missed.” 


Frankie goes to the

FORMER British and Commonwealth champion Frankie Gavin has signed 
a one-year management contract with Black Country Boxing Promotions. 

The 32-year-old held the British and Commonwealth titles between 2012 
and 2015 and challenged Kell Brook for the IBF welterweight title in 2015. 

As an amateur, Birmingham fighter Gavin won a gold medal at the 2007 
World Championships, becoming England’s first ever winner of that event. 
He also won lightweight gold at the 2006 Commonwealth Games. 

“I’m delighted to have Frankie on board,” said BCB’s head of boxing 
Errol Johnson. “He’s one of the most talented boxers that Britain has pro¬ 
duced and I believe there are still some very big fights out there for him. 

“Frankie knows what we expect of him, and vice-versa, so I’m relishing 
the opportunity to get him to where we both think he should be.” 

Gavin said: “I’m glad to be signing with Errol. I have known him a long 
time and I know he can guide me to a few more successful nights in my 
career. There’s some big fight news coming soon so watch this space.”

Graydon will forever be remembered 
as one of the greatest managers in Sad¬ 
dlers history after he twice won promo¬ 
tion to what is now the Championship. 

Despite Walsall’s squad currently 
looking light on numbers, last week 
it was revealed Keates pulled the plug 
on a signing after the player went on 
to request more money despite initially 
agreeing to join. 

“I’m glad Deano called off that trans¬ 
fer - I’d have done exactly the same,” 
Graydon said. 

“There is a way to go about your busi¬ 
ness and if you agree to deal you are 
making a promise. Dean pulling the plug 
shows strength, he’s shown what he is 
capable of. Building a successful team is 
not about one player. Walsall don’t have 
a big budget and that means to have suc¬ 
cess you need to sign good players who 
are good people. 

“Then it’s all about bonding them to¬ 
gether into a unit. It’s a very tough job, 
it’s not easy for Dean to sign players. 

“But his standards are key it all. He 
has got to be strong in every area which 
he is proving to be. 

“He needs to bring in players who will 
buy into what he wants. He needs them 
to be on time, he needs them to work 
hard and needs them to be willing to im¬ 
prove. What he doesn’t need is them up¬ 
setting other people at the football club 
and breaking promises.”
